MUTUAL PROTECTION. 


Remetbing New in “im the Way of Prisen 
and Duscipline— A Noted 
Character Under the 
The prisoners of the mty jail have organ - 

ized themselves tuto a sdciety for mutual pro- 

tection, and have a Kind of court for the trial of 
all persons in the prison who may infringe upon 
the rules Ww they have preacribed for the 
government of themselves. Their trials are 
conducted fairly and according to law, and the 
sentence of whipping, their only mode of pun- 

is carried into execution in the presence 
of all the prisoners. 

Before the tribunal of the prion ‘as ar- 
raigoed, yesterday, a noted prisover, and the oo- 
casion deserves to be called a great State trial. 

It will be rememibered that a few weeks ago 
J. L. Pullem was brought before the City Court 
charged with committing s nameless crime upon 
bis own daughter. He was held in a large bond, 
and being unable to give it was taken to jail. 
While tm prison he became acquainted with — 
Uuecit diatiller.techulcaliy called a Moonshin 
by the other prisoners. This man was well — * 
consented to go bis bail for $1,000. In this way 
Pullen was released, and no sooner out than he 
made his escape beyond the clutches of the law. 
He was recaptured, however, and returned to 
jail yesterday by Detective Bligh. When the 

risoher entered, the court was called to order 
and his trial commenced, Judge Blyew pre- 
siding. The Moonshiner,” being the man who 
had been wronged, appeared as plamuff, and 

Plead his own cause. 

All the evidence and speeches were listened to 
With profound attention, after which the court 
Pronounced the verdict of guilty. The convicted 
man was sentenced to receive fifty lashes, and 
tbe executioner came forward to perform the 
work.

HYDROPHEBIA. 


A New and Interesting Question 
Springing trom a Singular Case. 

Some weeks ago a little girl was bitten on Ser- 
euth street by adog. She died iu a short time 
afterwards, and the attending physician pro- 
pounced it a clear case of hydrophobla. 

The dog having presentea neo symptoms of 
madness, was not killed, and 16 yet runutug 
about the corner of Seventh and Congress streets, 
frisking and playing around rs, petted 
by the Owner, and a complete mystery to several 
medical men. 

The death of the child under these circum- 
stances has caused a very interestic g question to 
spring up among the doctors. The subject will 
soon be brought bi fore the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, and be examined by thetr collect- 
ive Wisdom. 

The !r vestigation may lead to the exterm'na- 
tion oi all dogs, muzzied and unmuzzled. No 
one is sefe from the effects of hydropbobdia if any 
canine may communicate the fatal disease. 18 
the meantime the dog slaying keeps pace with 
the progress of the question, and may de con- 
tinued longer than the usual season allotted to 
this work. 

Those who s0 strenuously advocate the ertino- 
tion of the canine species during the bot months 
are probably umaware of the fact that carefully 
compiled statistics bave shown a greater per 
centage of rabid dogs during the monthe of Oc- 
tober and Nevember than during any other sea- 
eee of the year.
